The fij-st step in any election is 
the nomination oi' men who would be suit- 
able. It is up to YOU to nominate the 
right men after careful dellbeî-ation.

A M £ K I G A N University, Washington, 
^ D.C., has promulgated a code, in regard 
to certain aspact.? of campus love-making, 
which arouses the Daily's curiosity. 

ITils code, which i.^ intended to palliate 
to some <ïxtent the dread of approaching 
ffxamination.s, lay.*; down certain rules limit- 
ing the amount o1' time to be spent by 
atudentH in the company of the opposite 
sex. The theorj- i^ that when love pre- 
dominatcfi over learning, grades drop, "This 
condition having reached ominous propor- 
tioiis at American University, the Students' 
Council hap olepped in with suggestione us 
to how pleasure may be limited to the en- 
hancement of claB.sroom effectiveness. 

The code advocates that men and co- 
eds who feel mutually inclined should 
agree: not to «it together in the library; 
not to be together at all during the after- 
noons except Ki'iday, Saturday and Sunday ; 
and not to sit together in cars,
